State Superintendent of Education

TO CLASSES URGED 


Miami, Fla.. March 20.—Enforce- 
ment of law equally against all classes 
today stands out us a factor on which 
much depends towards advancement 
of the nation, according to Attorney- 
General Daugherty, who last night 
addressed the Florida Bar association 
here through a letter. Mr. Daugnh- 
erty was unable to attend the bar 
meeting in person because of bis re- 
cent illness. 

“Conscientious and determined ef- 
fort’ to enforce laws, be wrote, will 
finally break down “stubborn refusal 
to obey law” which, he continued, 
might temporarily prevent universal 
and perfect enforcement. 

The laws, he said, should he en- 
forced against the “rich and the so- 
called poor,” against the majority and 
against the minority, “and everywhere 
in the land, or upon the sea, where- 
ever the courts shall bold that gov- 
ernmental jurisdiction extends.” 

‘Every legal and constitutional act 
passed by congress and every final 
decree of the courts,” he continued, 
“is enforceable in this country.” 

Mr. Daugherty pledged his office, 
ond urged co-operation of the lawyers, 
in sustaining power and _ influence 
“which cuarartees tte cortinuation 
of constitutional government which 
now, more than ever, is necessary, and 
ig now, more than ever, by all intel- 
ligent peoples throughout the world 
recognized as the idea, government of 
any God-fearing, and God-recognizing 
people.”

“The Key,” it was brought out, was 
issued at a time when there had heen 
a number of marriages in the colony 
and a number of girls had been sent 
to a small island in Lake Michigan 
belonging to the colony.
